Planning system proposed to plan tor 
making it environmentally friendly 


cultural operations. 

Through the AESA program, 
the county hopes to receive a 
total of $86,000 to create and 
administer the GIS database sys¬ 
tem. 

The project, as proposed, in¬ 
volves the collection of data on 
existing intensive livestock op¬ 
erations and wintering sites to 
establish acomputerized system. 
All of the information would serve 
to provide information on better 
farm management practises for 
existing intensive livestock op¬ 
erations, and map out the best 
sites for new locations. 

The proposal says, "The infor¬ 
mation will be used to... study 
the impacts of these operations 
on soil and water."

Sexual assault in Olds 

Olds RCMP received a report of a sexual assault on Feb. 25,1998 
at 7 a.m. that allegedly took place in the Wimborne area in a private 
residence. As a result of this complaint and subsequent investiga¬ 
tion a male young offender, aged 17 years of Torrington, AB was 
arrested and charged pursuant to Section 271 of the Criminal Code 
(Sexual Assault). The male Young Offender appeared in Didsbury 
Provincial Court on Feb. 25,1998 and was released on $50.00 (fifty 
dollars) no cash deposit with conditions to refrain from contacting 
the female victim in this matter, and a curfew of 8 p.m. - 7 a.m. 
unless authorized by his father. The matter has been adjourned to 
March 25, 1998 for plea. The name of thel9 year old female victim 
will not be released.

Rural Canadians represented 


Health Minister, Allan Rock 
announced last week that he 
will create a new position to 
help better include rural Cana¬ 
dians in health care decision 
making. 

An executive Director of Ru¬ 
ral Health will "ensure that the 
views and concerns of rural 
Canadians are better reflected 
in health policy and in the health 
system," stated a press release 
on the issue. 

The Minister made the an¬ 
nouncement in a speech to the 


Canadian Federation of Agri¬ 
culture's 62nd annual meeting 
in Ottawa. 

"As we work to modernize 
medicare and develop strategies 
for improving health of Canadi¬ 
ans, it will be essential to look 
at these issues through a rural 
lens," said Rock in his speech. 
"The executive director of rural 
health in my department will be 
instrumental in bringing a focus 
to rural health issues and im¬ 
proving the way we serve rural 
Canadians." 


Rock added that this is a move 
to strengthen the commitment 
to rural Canadians and their 
unique health care concerns. 

The Minister noted that the 
position of an executive director 
will contribute to the Govern¬ 
ment’s plan to ensure that fed¬ 
eral departments and agencies 
consider the impact on rural 
Canada when formulating poli¬ 
cies. 

The name of the person to fill 
the executive director position 
has not yet been released. 


County ends year with surplus

Mountain View County ended 
1997 with an unexpected sur¬ 
plus totalling almost half a mil¬ 
lion dollars. 

"I was a little surprised at 
how high it really was,” said 
county commissioner Harold 
Johnsrude. 

Council was presented with 
the unaudited financial state¬ 
ment for year-end at their meet¬ 
ing last week. Johnsrude ex¬ 
plained that he thought the 
budget would break even in the 
end due to some unusually high 
numbers in some areas, and 
some unusually low numbers in 
others. 

"Why did we have a surplus?" 
he said. "The main reason is 
revenues." 

Earlier in the year the county 
had actually cutback certain 
areas, like divisional projects, 
to make up for what they feared 
might be a budget in the red. It 
didn't end up that way. 

The county collected an addi¬ 
tional $80,000 in taxes this year 
due to new and revamped as¬ 
sessments, which added to the 
surplus in the bottom line. 

Also contributing the sur¬ 
plus was the county’s initiative 
to start to contract out some 
public works services to other 
municipalities. 

The selective logging indus¬ 
try added money to the coffers 
far in excess of what had been 
budgeted. They had expected to 
earn $125,000 in timber rev¬ 


enues, and instead ended up 
with about $440,000. The county 
leased out six pieces of property 
last year. Larry Rice, agricul¬ 
tural director for the county 
said, "They (Spray Lakes Saw¬ 
mills) said that we have provided 
some of the best wood they have 
ever got off of private land." This 
has lead to a repeat contract indi¬ 
cating that seven quarters are 
left to be logged in 1998, and the 
county will be paid the same price 
for lease. 

As in other areas of the prov¬ 
ince, the oil and gas industry 
also contributed to the windfall 
financial statement. That line 
of the budget was almost double 
what was expected. 

Johnsrude said, "It (oil li¬ 
censes and permits) was signifi¬ 
cantly higher than the average. 
It was an extraordinary year." 

Unpaid taxes and the penal¬ 
ties that creates, also contrib¬ 
uted to the surplus. However, 
Johnsrude said that was not 
necessarily a good thing. 

"To me, that is a negative 
surplus, because that means 
ratepayers aren't paying their 
taxes on time." 

In the expenditures part of 
the worksheet, the county was 
a lot better off than they thought 
they would be, 

Some of the areas that wor¬ 
ried council earlier in the year, 
came out of 1997 with a better 
outlook that what was expected. 
For instance, the road mainte¬ 
nance line was $313,000 over 


budget. Council began to worry 
and gave up $100,000 in their 
divisional projects under the 
stipulation that if a surplus did 
arise at the end of the year, the 
money would be re-injected into 
that area. They also decided not 
to spend $16,000 on line paint¬ 
ing like planned, and to cutback 
in the areas of re-gravelling and 
brushing. 

However, at the end of 1997, 
the road maintenance area al¬ 
most broke even, due to the 
cutbacks and a disaster grant 
for $130,000 from the Province 
of Alberta. The unseasonably 
warm weather through what is 
usually the most expensive time 
of year, also benefited the bot¬ 
tom line. 

The councillors were pleased 
to see, that because of the sur¬ 
plus, they were able to put an 
extra $100,000 back into divi¬ 
sional projects. 

Reeve Pat James expressed 
his pleasure with being able to 
get the $100,000 back because it 
was difficult to give it up. 

The area around Didsbury 
will receive $17,490 of that 
money. 

Overall, Johnsrude felt that 
the year-end financial statement 
was positive. 

"In a fairly large budget in a 
fairly extreme year, I think it is 
pretty good," he said. 

The surplus of $373,564 after 
the divisional project money was 
given back, will be put into next 
year's budget. 


Olympian among us

Olympic glory has 
come and gone, but it 
has left a permanent 
memory etched on the 
mind of Tara Teigen. 

Teigen, 22, who has 
spent a great deal of 
her life in Water Valley 
competed in Women's 
Snowboarding in 
Nagano earlier this 
month and what an ex¬ 
perience. 

"I can't really put 
into words what it was 
like," she says just 
home from Japan and 
somewhat over¬ 
whelmed. But, she does 
try to explain. "It was 
awesome," is what she 
comes up with. 

Teigen has been 
snowboarding for five 
years and two years 

- ago when she learned 

the sport would be a full medal 
event in Japan, she focused her 
attention there. 

"I trained with the Olympics 
in mind," she says. That meant 
committing a great deal of her 
life to the sport. 

Teigen was in University, 
however with all of the travelling 
to find the best half-pipes and the 
most snow, she decided to take a 
couple of years off. 

She had been competing in 
local area events, but qualified 
for the World Cup Circuit in 
attempt to see the Olympic rings. 
Last year she ranked first in Worn - 
en's Snowboarding in the circuit. 
This year she was fourth. She was 
second on the Canadian National 
Team. 


And to think she almost didn't 
get to go. After two years of hard 
training for Teigen, the "powers 
that be" decided that only the 
number one competitor on the 
Canadian circuit would go to the 
Olympics. Teigen was number 
two. But, an appeal opened it up 
for the top four. 

She says she didn't find out 
she would be going until the 
week before the Olympics started. 

So away she went, and with a 
little help from friends and family, 
her parents went with her. 

On the day of competition, 
Teigen says it was pouring rain, 
making the pipe less navigable 
but, a lot of fun. 

She placed 10th in the event, 
which she says she is very happy 
with. 

Mountain View County in¬ 
vited Teigen and her parents to 
their last meeting to congratu¬ 
late her and give her a couple of 
gifts. 

Coun. Diane Davies for the 
Water Valley area told her, ’We 
were all so proud in the Water 
Valley area." 

Coun. Dave Dersksen asked 
her, "How often do you crash." 

The response. "All the time." 

Teigen told council her best 
memories of the Olympics were, 
"I got to meet a whole bunch of 
other Canadian athletes and we 
just had a whole lot of fun." 

One couldn't help but ask 
Teigen what she thought of the 
whole Ross Rebagliati mari¬ 
juana scandal. 

"We were all really happy 
that he got his medal back be¬ 
cause he deserved it... Unfortu¬ 
nately, it paints us all 
(snowboarders) with the same 
brush," she said. 


Local man appeals 
court decision

A local man who has been convicted on a count of endan¬ 
gering animals, plans to appeal the decision. 

Dave Mailer Jr., owner and operator of Mailer Cattle was 
found guilty in Didsbury Provincial court earlier this month 
to one charge under the Health of Animals Regulations and 
ordered a fine of $500. 

The Act stipulates that "there is a maximum period of 
transport, providing feed, water and rest requirements and 
the protection of animals from injury or sickness." 

Mailer, who plead not guilty, says in a letter sent to the 
Review that he has appealed his case because he believes the 
charges are excessive. 

The incident leading to the conviction involved 48 heads of 
Mailer's cattle that were being transported from Olds to 
Abottsford, BC in September. 

According to the Canadian Food Inspection Agency, who 
presented witnesses at the trial, the company Mailer hired 
overloaded a trailer, "to such an extent as to cause injury or 
undue suffering during transportation." 

When the 48 cattle were unloaded for a stop over in 
Kamloops, it was found that one cow was dead and two other 
cattle were in such distress they were not able to stand. 

The circumstances of the case were investigated by the 
Canadian Food Inspection Agency in New Westminster, and 
the charges were laid in Didsbury Provincial Court. 

When Mailer appeared in court, as he explains in his letter, 
he represented himself. 

Mailer further explains that it was not actually him or his 
employees who overloaded and shipped the trailer, but rather 
a livestock transport company he had hired. Thus, he feels 
responsibility should lie with them. 

The letter, which was also sent the Alberta Society for the 
Protection of Animals, also pointed out to his past record. 

"This was only one of 1012 loads shipped by David Mailer 
Jr. to various points in 1996," it says.

The facts are that the Con¬ 
servative government collects 
more than enough money in 
other, less dangerous, forms of 
gambling (like "lotto 6/49" and 
"Scratch and Win" tickets) to 
cover all grants going to these 
worthy causes. In other words, 
even if we eliminated all VLTs 
from our province today, we can 
still easily afford to support 
these groups. In fact, between 
1988 and 1992 when there were

interest the recent newspaper 
articles on the court appeal by 
the Garrington -Woodland Prop¬ 
erty Owners Association against 
the intensive livestock opera¬ 
tion near Bowden along the Red 
Deer River. Several towns, in¬ 
cluding Olds and Didsbury, have 
committed financial support to 
this appeal. 

The whole issue of intensive 
agriculture has received a lot of 
attention recently, especially 
with the recent C.A.E.S.A. re¬ 
port illustrating that agricul¬ 
tural practices are contributing 
to the degradation of water qual¬ 
ity. However, the way to solve 
these issues is not through court 
actions but by all parties work¬ 
ing together constructively. No¬ 
body wins in court. We need to 
foster the active participation of 


all players early in the process 
and encourage 
decision making 
that involves 
consultation, 
not confronta¬ 
tion. This is how 
Pine Lake is be¬ 
ing cleaned up. 

There was no fin¬ 
ger pointing and 
ail the parties are 
working to¬ 
gether towards 
one common 
goal. 

The 
C.A.E.S.A. re¬ 
port highlights 
that agricultural 
practices need to be examined 
and as an agricultural commu¬ 
nity we are willing to do our 
part in improving water qual¬ 
ity. We need to encourage peo-

pie to do the right thing but all 
the water quality is¬ 
sues are not the re¬ 
sult of agriculture. 
Certainly we need to 
update the Provin¬ 
cial Code of Practice 
and this work is be¬ 
ing done now. Moun¬ 
tain View County 
will be amending its 
Land Use Bylaw to 
deal with the new 
Code and other mat¬ 
ters when this work 
is done. 

Now that the 
courts are involved, 
it is my hope that 
they will respect lo¬ 
cal planning bylaws. We need to 
approach this complex issue with 
a spirit of consultation and com¬ 
promise and not react by legislat¬ 
ing people out of business.

Dear Editor, 

In 1992 when the Alberta 
Government was considering 
the introduction of VLTs into 
the province. The United Church 
of Canada did a study of the 
available literature on VLTs and 
the hazards they present. Upon 
careful examination of the data, 
in 1993 the Alberta and North¬ 
west Conference of the Church 
passed a resolution urging the 
Alberta government to ban the 
use of VLTs in Alberta as a way 
of funding government pro¬ 
grams. 

At that time there was con¬ 
cern about the social implica¬ 
tions of this new form of gam¬ 
bling. The concern continues. 
In 1995, a letter was sent to our 
churches from the Executive of 
Alberta and Northwest Confer¬ 
ence expressing our concern 
about the increase in gambling 
activity. This letter was sent to 
the provincial government and 
to Alberta newspapers. The con¬ 
cern continues to exist as fur¬ 
ther studies show the effects of 
gambling, and in particular, 
VLTs, on family and commu¬ 
nity life. The greatest at risk 
appear to be women and young 
people. 

The United Church of Canada 
has long held a position against 
all forms of gambling. At the 
meeting of its 1977 General 
Council, the Church passed a 


resolution which called on gov¬ 
ernment to address the social 
impact of gambling on a society. 
At the same time the Church 
urged both federal and provin¬ 
cial governments to look for 
more responsible way of taxa¬ 
tion for support of education, 
health and cultural activities. 

The decision made twenty 
years ago came out of the under¬ 
standing that as a community 
of faith we are called to love God 
with all of our being and to love 
one another. Gambling is not 
perceived as a loving activity as 
it creates winners and losers, 
and promotes the philosophy of 
something for nothing. "Pray¬ 
ing for the big windfall" becomes 
an unacceptable slogan. God has 
gifted us with abundance and 
we are called to share with one 
another and give generously 
from this abundance. By rely¬ 


ing on gambling for revenue, a 
regressive tax is created. Those 
who contribute to these funds 
do not always benefit from them, 
as people with less income give 
more than those with more 
wealth. 

We believe in the dignity and 
value of all people, and the insti¬ 
tutions of society should create 
opportunity and well-being for 
all our citizens. We expect our 
governments to provide people 
and communities with economic 
development strategies that re¬ 
sult in this well-being. We want 
neither individuals and families 
nor the government to become 
addicted to gambling as a source 
of revenue.

Evan would be followed up 
with therapy and drugs as a 
form of early intervention. 
Luckily enough, Evan was not 
left a vegetable. Two weeks af¬ 
ter his first stay at the Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital, however, he 
was forced to return. A shunt 
had to be implanted in his head 
to release cerebral fluid build 
up, thus easing pressure off the 
brain. Now, Evan lives with per¬ 
manent brain damage and Epi¬ 
lepsy.

It took us about a year to get 
down there. I wish it would have 
been years earlier,” says Tippe. 

The Tippe's spent a week in 
Philadelphia. While they were 
there they learned how the 
brain works and many meth¬ 
ods and forms of therapy to 
stimulate the brain. Although 
some doctors disagree with 
some of the forms of therapy 
that the Tippe’s are applying, 
they have seen nothing but suc¬ 
cess. 

The program the Tippe’s fol¬ 
low requires an immense 
amount of time, patience and 
discipline in the part of both 
the parent and child. From the 
time he gets up, everything 
Cindy Tippe does revolves 
around Evan and his develop¬ 
ment. It’s about stimulating the 
brain. Whether it’s playing with 
puzzles, memorizing maps or 
building towers; it’s all there 
to make the brain work. 

The blood tests are behind 
him, and the seizures haven’t 
been a factor lately. But, Cindy 
Tippe’s dream to help Evan be 
as capable as possible is still a 
daily struggle. 

For the first couple of years, it 
couldn’t have been tougher. Her 


father had just died. Brian was 
away with work constantly. 
There was tension in the mar¬ 
riage, and the situation with 
Evan was getting difficult and 
nobody had any answers. 

Today, however, at the age of 
four and a half, Evan can read 
basic words, name world flags, 


recognize and name every Cana¬ 
dian province, and figure out how 
to work a single lens reflex cam¬ 
era in ten seconds flat Parenting 
is tough, and the Tippe’s have 
just set a new standard. Evan is 
living testimony of that fact. 

“He is the love of my life,” 
concludes Tippe. 


Using flashcard type tools, Evan is learning to read and recognize 
sight words; a high skill level for a four year old who has gone 
through what he has.

Health Authority warns about this year s influenza 


Influenza or “The Flu” is a 
very contagious respiratory dis¬ 
ease caused by a virus and 
spread by coughing or sneez¬ 
ing. Symptoms of influenza in¬ 
clude fever, chills, headache, sore 
throat, weakness, loss of appe¬ 
tite and muscle ache. The dis¬ 
ease seldom lasts more than a 
few days and most people recover 
within a week. In some cases 
complications can occur, the most 
serious being pneumonia which 
can be fatal. 

Anyone can get influenza, es¬ 
pecially when it is wide-spread 
in the community. However, 
those at greatest risk include 
people over the age of 65, people 
with chronic health conditions 
(asthma, emphysema, heart dis¬ 


ease, diabetes, etc.), and people 
with a suppressed or compro¬ 
mised immune system. 

Long term care facilities (sen¬ 
iors lodges, nursing homes and 
auxiliary hospitals) are a con¬ 
cern for outbreaks of influenza 
because most of the residents 
are highly susceptible to infec¬ 
tion. A number of outbreaks 
have been reported in long term 
care facilities in Calgary, and it 
is likely that similar problems 
will occur in facilities within 
our area. In order to reduce the 
chances of introducing influenza 
into long term care facilities, the 
public is asked to comply with 
the following: 

1 .Anyone who is ill, even with 
minor cold symptoms, is asked 


not to visit patients in hospi¬ 
tals or residents in long term 
care facilities until completely 
recovered from the symptoms. 

2.If a person in a hospital or a 
long term care facility has influ¬ 
enza, only immediate family 
members who are not ill should 
visit. Others are asked to wait 
until that person has completely 
recovered from their illness be¬ 
fore visiting. 

3. People visiting a family 
member who has influenza in a 
hospital or long term care facil¬ 
ity will be asked to thoroughly 
wash their hands when they 
arrive and again before they 
leave the facility. 

If you or another person in 
your household becomes ill with 


influenza, an uncomplicated ill¬ 
ness can be effectively treated 
in the home. It is essential to 
get plenty of bed rest and drink 
more than the usual amounts 
of liquid. Due to the risk of 
serious complications, teenag¬ 
ers and children with influenza 
should not take ASA (aspirin); 
teens and children can use 
acetaminophen instead. If the 
illness becomes serious or com¬ 
plications develops, it is rec¬ 
ommended that you consult 
with your family physician for 
advice. 

Influenza vaccine is effec¬ 
tive in preventing disease and 
its complications amongst sus¬ 
ceptible individuals. However, 
this year’s vaccine may be 


slightly less effective due to 
changes in the virus. Despite 
this, it is still strongly recom¬ 
mended that all persons aged 
65 years or older, or who have 
chronic health conditions, and 
have not received influenza vac¬ 
cine this year, do so immedi¬ 
ately. As the vaccine is not ef¬ 
fective until about 2 weeks af¬ 
ter immunization, your physi¬ 
cian may also recommend that 
special medications be taken for 
two weeks after the shot to pre¬ 
vent illness until the vaccine 
becomes effective.

TESTING SIDE VISION 


If you're concerned about 
how good your side (peripheral) 
vision may be, try this simple 
experiment at home. Looking 
straight ahead of you, fix your 
line of sight on one particular 
object in the room. Then, still 
looking straight ahead, make a 
note of all the other surrounding 
objects in the room that are also 
visible. If your eyes give you a 
"full" picture, your side vision 
may be normal. However, this 
kind of test is not reliable and 
may give you a false sense of 
security. Only through tests 
made by your eye doctor can you 
be sure. 

Any defective side vision can 
be hazardous and may also be a 


sign of advanced stages of 
glaucoma, an eye disease that 
can cause blindness if not treated 
in time. In glaucoma, fluid 
pressure builds up in the eye, 
causing serious damage to the 
delicate structures within the 
eye. You should have your eye 
pressure checked at least once a 
year, especially if you are over 
forty, are nearsighted, or if there 
is a history of glaucoma in your 
family.

Way of Life: What is 


“In the Anglican Church and 
in some other denominations 
there is an education fund. The 
purpose is to encourage the 
clergy to improve their educa¬ 
tion in every area of church life. 
This might mean working on a 
degree programme, upgrading 
computer skills, or attending a 
variety of courses in Canada or 
some other place. This led to 
this writer having 
the opportunity to 
attend the Robert 
Schuller Institute 
on Successful 
Church Leader¬ 
ship at the Crys¬ 
tal Cathedral in 
Garden Grove, 

California about 
six weeks ago. 

Why would an 
Anglican, or any 
other denomina¬ 
tion, from rural 
Alberta attend one of the world’s 
mega churches with an outreach 
ministry through T.V. evange¬ 
lism to a claimed 20,000,000 a 
week? For many years now, 
most mainline denominations 
in western counties have been 
suffering a significant decline 
in church attendance and in 
membership. Sociologist, 
Reginald Bibby at Lethbridge 
University has written several 
books claiming that the Chris¬ 
tian churches will almosts dis¬ 
appear by early in the next cen¬ 
tury unless there is radical 
change. Fortunately I do not 
believe him because there is a 


massive unknown in the devel¬ 
opment of all churches and that 
is the will of God, which we 
proclaim Sunday by Sunday. 
However, it is hard to argue 
with Bibby’s statistics. 

This means that evangelism, 
outreach, and mission, particu¬ 
larly to the under forties who 
are often parents or children 
need to become top priorities 
for all churches. This 
is not just to ensure 
their survival, but to 
guarantee to children, 
grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren, 
many of whom are not 
yet born, that the great 
Christian tradition 
continues, it must be 
done to follow the 
great commission of 
Jesus to “go into all 
the world”. It has been 
done successfully in 
that Christianity exists and is 
active in a vast majority of the 
countries of the world, and in 
others it is sometimes sup¬ 
pressed, perhaps seen as a 
threat. In contrast to this west¬ 
ern trend toward declining 
church influence and declining 
membership there are success¬ 
ful churches in all parts of the 
world; but America’s “Mega 
Churches” have in nearly all 
cases grown from nominal or 
ordinary numbers of members 
to churches of several thou¬ 
sands. 

The Crystal Cathedral is one 
such church and some would

the future of the church? 


say the most successful. Robert 
Schuller started it in a drive-in 
theatre about forty three years 
ago when he was twenty eight. 
Lesson one seemed to be the 
advantages of long pastorates, 
although we all know that they 
do not always work for a vari¬ 
ety of reasons. Most other 
speakers from other successful 
churches had also been in their 
churches ten to twenty years or 
more. Secondly, the Crystal Ca¬ 
thedral within the Reformed 
Church of America denomina¬ 
tion (previously Dutch Reform) 
but is operated on an ecumeni¬ 
cal or minimally denominational 
basis. Most of the fast growing 
churches were like that. 

Thirdly, Robert Schuller in 
one of his speeches stated that 
churches tend to be ashamed of 
success. (Because of the danger 
of pride which is a sin!) Schuller 
reasoned that the reverse of 
success is failure and that is a 
sin of omission because we are 
all called on to reach out to 
anyone having needs, physical 
or spiritual! 

The concept of “formulas for 
success” within churches could 
be a dangerous concept. How¬ 
ever there appear to be four key 
areas each of which is more 
important than denominal 
boundaries or theologies in an 
age of television when different 
religious and cultural practices 
can be seen from all over the 


world. Of these four; high qual¬ 
ity and biblical sound commu¬ 
nications (teaching and preach¬ 
ing) is important. People need 
to hear specifics about the 
Christian gospel. While preach¬ 
ing is important drama and col¬ 
our videos can also be helpful. 
(The Crystal Cathedral course 
had a dozen or more speakers 
from successful churches across 
the continent and of different 
denominational backgrounds.) 

Music is next. Few denomi¬ 
nation ignore music and while 
the variety is enormous, per¬ 
haps ten thousand traditional 
and contemporary pieces avail¬ 
able for church music, there 
needs to be quality for those 
who prefer to listen, and music 
leadership which enables as 
many as possible to join in. 

Then community is vital. At 
the Sunday service I was wel¬ 
comed by three different people 
including an usher stationed at 
the end of each pew;...in a 
church that holds three thou¬ 
sand! It was one of the best 
welcomes that I have ever had 
anywhere and in a church where 
one might presume a person 


would feel lost. Coffee hour in¬ 
cluded the same approach and a 
thank-you gift for attending. 
Yes it can be seen as a gimmick 
but with ten thousand mem¬ 
bers it must work! 

Lastly, people’s needs must 
be met. That is one of Schuller’s 
sayings “Find a need and meet 
it; find a hurt and heal it.” In 
the Crystal Cathedral’s case 
needs being serviced included a 
twenty four hour counselling 
ministry, 100,000 meals a week 
provided for the poor, and innu¬ 
merable groups which people 
can connect with. 

Of many impressive speak¬ 
ers one was Bishop Benjamin 
Garrett who had an enormous 
passion for young people. Al¬ 
though in the mid fifties he led 
a large congregation in a 
church where everything was 
focussed first on the youth. In 
the final analysis it all de¬ 
pends on us. How passionate 
are we about our faith? How 
concerned to share it freely 
with those around us? Does 
our life encourage others to 
make free choices, but in fa¬ 
vour of Christianity?

Transforming rural leadership 
for the 21st century 


Sustaining economic devel¬ 
opment for survival is the most 
important, major issue facing 
agriculture and community lead¬ 
ers in Alberta over the next ten 
years, according to a recently 
released study. Other important 
issues facing agriculture and 
community leaders include: in¬ 
fluencing political processes and 
government decisions affecting 
the agriculture industry and 
rural communities, and main¬ 
taining quality of life, services 
and sustenance of the rural com¬ 
munity. 

According to this same study, 
the biggest barrier to leaders 
successfully addressing major 
issues is allocating time to lead.

These are some of the results 
of two years of research con¬ 
ducted for Alberta Leadership 
Education for Agricultural De¬ 
velopment (Alberta LEAD). Al¬ 
berta LEAD is comprised of rep¬ 
resentatives from Alberta Agri¬ 
culture, Food and Rural Devel¬ 
opment, the University of Al¬ 
berta and the Rural Education 
and Development Association 
(REDA). 

Are leaders in the agricul¬ 
ture industry and rural commu¬ 
nities in Alberta interested in 
developing their leadership abili¬ 
ties? According to this survey 
over 80% of the respondents 
agreed that the development of 
leadership capacity for collec¬ 
tive (group) decision making 
and collective (group) action is 
required by the agriculture in¬ 


dustry and rural communities 
to meet future needs. They also 
agreed that external forces 
(globalization, trade agree¬ 
ments, etc.) are forcing change 
in behaviour in the agriculture 
industry and rural communi¬ 
ties. 

What then is needed in the 
area of leadership development? 
The leadership behaviours that 
were thought to be very impor¬ 
tant for success at this time are 
those that will transform or 
change the agriculture indus¬ 
try and rural communities. 
These can be grouped together 
and called transformational 
leadership. 

Here are five examples of 
transformational leadership be¬ 
haviours: establish communi¬ 
cation networks; inspire a 
shared vision of the future; con¬ 
stantly learn; show openness to 
new ideas; willingness to iden¬ 
tify and address new problems. 

These are all behaviours that 
can help to transform a situa¬ 
tion. Once the situation is trans¬ 
formed or changed then there's 
another group of leadership be¬ 
haviours that can be used to 
manage the new situation. 

Transformational leadership 
involves change, shifting your 
paradigms, identifying prob¬ 
lems, working together to make 
decisions and collectively tak¬ 
ing action. Doing any one of 
these can be a challenge at any 
level-as an industry, as a com¬ 
munity or as an individual.
